DAVID DAVIS DEAD. 


THE EMINENT JURIST AND EX-SENATOR 
BREATHES HIS LAST THIS MORNING. 


Scenes at the Deathbed—The Peaceful Ending 
efe Busy and Useful Life—Judge Davis’ 
Career — His Iliness—A Valuable Estate 
Leftto the Widow and Two Children. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 
BLOOMINGTON, III., June 26.—A little after 6 
o’ clock this morning,ex- Vice-President David 
Davis breathed his last surrounded by mem- 
bers of his family and a few devoted friends. 
At 10 o’clock last night it was apparent that 
the distinguished statesman was rapidly 
failing, and his attending physi- 
clans expressed thelr belief that he 
would not suryive the night. He remained 
unconscious to the last, and when aroused and 
asked a question he would answer involunta- 
rily, not knowing what was asked or what 
answer he gave. He recognized no one, and 
was, evidently, not conscious of any pain. 
At day-light he rapidly grew worse, and 


at the above hour, the ailments which had 
been growing for a year had at last conquered. 
About May 1, the dead statesman was attacked 
with acarbuncle which assumed a malignant 
character. His case progressed favorably, 
however, until about two weeks ago, when he 
was attacked with a severe form of 
erysipelas; this, coupled with suffering from 
diabetes, which he had been affected with for 
some time, rendered his condition one of great 
gravity, and a week ago a consultation of 
physicians determined that he could not live. 
tters of condolence to the family 
are being received from all p of 
the countr No arrangements of the funeral 
have as ye been made, but it is thought it will 
occur next Tuesday. 

Judge Davis died in his 72d year, having = 
tled in Illinois in 1836. He died leavin 
estate valued at $2,000,000, which wil be 
divided between his wife ana two children. 

JUDGE DAVIS’ CAREER. 

David Davis was born in Cecil County, Mary- 
land, on March 9, 1815, and was death. He 
71 years of age at ‘the time of his d 
was educated at Kenyon College, O., and 
studied law with Judge Bisho in Lenox, 
Mass., and also in the Law School at New 
Haven, Conn. 


was elected to the Lower House of the Illinois 
Legislature and was a member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention which framed the new State 
Constitution in 1847. In 1848 he was elected 
Judge ofthe * — Circuit of Illinois, 
and re-elected in 1855 and in 1861. Daring this 
last term he was apoointed by President Lin- 
coln a Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court in October, 1862. In 1872 he was nomin- 
ated by the Labor Reform — ae a candidate 
for the Presidency. In 1877 Davis was 
named asthe odd member of the Electoral 
Commission to try the Hayes-Tilden contest, 
and would doubtiess have been chosen for 
the position had not a dead-lock between the 
Republicans and Democrats in the Illinois Leg- 
islature resulted in his election as an inde- 
r candidate to the position of United 
tates Senator as successor to Gen. Logan. He 
was President of the Senate during one Con- 
gress. In the dead-lock over the appoint- 
ments of President Garfield he and Mahone 
acted Wes eee and held the balance of 
power. Davis' term expired March 3, 1883, 
since which time he has been in retirement. 
Mr. Davis leaves a wife, and by a former 
marriage a son and daughter. His first wife, 
to whom he was married in Massachusetts in 
1840, died in 1873. His second wife was Miss 
Addie Burr, to whom he was married at To- 
kay, N. C., March 14, 188. Mr. Geo. Davis, 
7 son, is a retired lawyer, about 40 ars 
ate ot and resides in Bloomington, III., near 
her’s home. The daughter also lives in 
9 — She is the wife of Henry 
Swain, son ot Judge Swain of the Supreme 
Court, Mr. Davis’ wealth is variously esti- 
mated from $1,250,000 to a lion and half.

SENSATION IN A MENAGERIE, 


A Pet Rhinoceros Attempts to Attack a 
Herd of Elephants.

New YORK, June 26.—Ever since Bombay, 
the pet rhinoceros, took up his quarters in his 
new cage in Central Park last Monday he has 
been busily engaged in testing the strength of 
the iron bars which confine him. Hour after hour 
he has gone the rounds of the four sides of his 
cage and gnawed at the bars and pulled at the 
heavy wooden stanchions. The keepers 
watched his movements and felt sure that 
there was no danger, and finally put up a rail- 
ing in front of the cage and then let the pub- 
licin. At the same time the big double doors 
opening out of the menagerie to the 


inclosure where the elephants are was thrown 
open and visitors admitted. The doors had 
hardly been fastened back when Bombay 
caught sight of the herd of fourteen elephants 
and made arush against the side of the cage. 
The bars held fast and the rhinoceros stood 
for a moment panting and ates with eyes 
flashing at the big beasts. next instant 
Bombay threw himself upon his haunches and 
moving his body torward forced his forelegs 
over the top of the cage. The cross piece bent 
under his weight as the head and shoulders 
of the beast appeared protruding from the 
cage. The few 8 sitors who happened to be in 
the building thought he would in another 
moment be free, and seizing their children 
rushed out in the rear and sought + oe 
in the basement of the arsenal 0 
screams of visitors and efforts of the beast to 
break from his cage roused the other animals, 
adding to the — confusion.

It was 
some time before the beast could pull his ae 
legs over the rail again and when he did so he 
fellexhausted. Justasthe rhinoceros arose 
again Superintendent Conklin entered and 
tully expected to see his pet make another ef- 
fort to scale the side of the cage. He ordered 
all doors closed and at once set to work to 
put a tempo covering of pianks over the 
cage. Mr. Conklin thinks that the rhinoceros 
couldn’t have forced his huge body over the

The Brazilian Prince Witnesses Licut. Za- 
linski’s Tests at Fort Lafayette.

NEw YORK, June 26.—The aborigines of Fort 
Lafayette were decked out yesterday regard- 
less of expense in honorof the visit of his 
Imperial Highness Prince Augusto Leopoldino, 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg Gotha and grandson of 
the Emperor of Brazil. His Imperial Highness 
was due at 1 o’clock with his comrades to wit- 
ness Lieut. E. L. Zalinski’s efforts with the 
pneumatic dynamite gun. The gallant lieu- 
tenant was by no means staggered at his pros- 
pective introduction to the blue-blooded 
visitor. In fact, he bustied about 
with his wonted energy and 
talked of elevations with unabated vigor.

“AN EXCITING CHASE.

Striking Switchmen Secure Locomo- 
tives and Pursue a Freight. 


The Flying Train Oaptured, Result- 
ing in a Serious Collision. 


Several Strikers Supposed to Be Killed 
and Wounded. 


The Pursuing Engine Dashes Into the Rear 
End of the Flying Train—Police Officers, 
Scared to Death, Abandon the Train— 
The Strikers Take Possession of the Train 
and Return It to the Yards in Chicago— 
Troops to Be Called Out—Further Trouble 
Feared. 


Onio, June 2%.—Shortly after the Lake 
Shore strikers blockaded the tracks last night, 
by throwing alot of empty cars across from 
the Rock Island tracks, the night express, 
eonsisting of eleven coaches and carrying the 
United States mall, ran down the west bound 
track, but finding the track blockaded ran 
back and was switched on the east bound 
track at the rate of about eight miles an hour. 
At Fifty-first street, just before the train 
reached the switch, a man ran out and turned 
the switch as the train camealong. The loco- 
motive immediately jumped the track, carry- 
ing the tender and the forward truck of the 
first coach of with it. The locomotive had 
rum over the bare ties for more 
than a hundred feet, and finally, push- 
ing two of them apart, sank into the 
sand. The lever was reversed and efforts 
made to back up on the track, but without 
success. The engineer of the express, al- 
though not suspecting that such a fiendish at- 
tempt would be made upon his train, never- 
theless went only at half speed and by doing 
60, probably prevented a most serious wreck 
and great loss of life. Inthe meantime, trying 
to get the freight train on the track, the east- 
bound track became blocked and it was some- 
time before the Rock Island dummy oould ap- 
proach from behind. Finally the “freight car 
was placed on the track and the dummy was 
able to reach the last coach of the express. A 
heavy rope was fastened between them and 
after an hour’s work the locomotive, tender 
and coach were 

AGAIN PLACED ON THE RAILS. 

The cars and the engine were examined and 
after being found not to have been injured by 
the accident again started on the journey, be- 
ing one and a halt hours late. The engineer of 
the train and several Others saw the man who 
turned the switch and are certain they could 
identify him if they could see him again. The 
switchmen deciare that they do not know any- 
thing about it; in fact several of them assisted 
in the work of placing the train in order again. 
No further attempt was made after this to get 
the freight train out. 

Train No. 18, freight on the Rock Island Road 
could not get past the derailed cars and was 
obliged to return tothe yards, this side of 
Fifty-first street. Still further on toward En- 
glewood other cars were derailed in a similar 
manner. At Englewood twelve cars of the 
Nickel Plate Cut were derailed by a mis- 
placed switch. It was nearly midnight be- 
fore the tracks were cleared. The night 
express on the Rock Island Road fairly 
crept out of the city. The conductor and 
brakeman rode on the engine and personally 
examined every switch before passing over it, 
paying no attention whatever tothe switch 
lights. Four suburban and nine freight trains 
on the Rock Island Road were delayed from 
thirty minutes to an hour. The trainmaster 
of the Rock Island says heis confident that 
the chief sources of the trouble were the loaf- 
ers and outsiders.

POLIOY OF THE STRIKERS. 

The statement is made that Grand Organizer 
Monaghan of the Switchmen’s Association 
said last night, concerning the plans of the 
Lake Shore strike: ‘‘The strike will not extend 
beyond Chleago until every wheel is stopped 
here. If the roads keep together, we oan. 
This is not like a strike in an industrial estab- 
lishment, like McOormick’s for instance, 
where ole concern supplies the want created 
by the shutting down ot another. It any road 
handles Lake Shore cars, switching on that 
road will be stopped at once, and, if neces- 
sary, this policy will be followed olear to 
Buffalo. There are four or five men among 
the Burlington switch crew who are ot the 
same ilk as the eight onthe Lake Shore, but 
nothing will be done to them at present. Mr. 
Newell, itseems, wants the whole length of 
the road in Cook Oounty lined with policemen 
before he moves atrain. There are other places 
where his trains can be stopped and they will 
be stopped.’’

The railway company was engaged, this 
morning, in endeavoring to clear the tracks 
south of the wrecked trains, which remained 
there over night. Nearly allthe tracks from 
Forty-third to Fifty-fifth street, were blocked 
this morning with partially overturned cars. 
All tramo on both the Lake Shore & Rock 
Island Roads was delayed in consequence of 
the blockade. By 10 o’clock the tracks had 
been pretty thoroughly cleared. During the 
night the round-house and other property of 
the Lake Shore Road were guarded by Pink- 
erton’s police and members ot the town of Lake 
police foree. It wasthe general expectation 
that the company would make another deter- 
mined effort to move a train to-day, although 
in the opinion of the officers of the Town of 
Lake police, the train, even if 
taken to the town limits, at Engle- 
wood would probably stick there asthe strikers 
bave a committee at that point and the town 
police cannot afford protection beyond the 
corner of State and Sixty-third streets. Atthis 
point there are at least thirty tracks abreast, 
which are connected by switches and consti- 
tute the principal yards of the Lake Shore 
Company. Even ifa train should get through 
Englewood trouble is expected in passing the 
South Chicago yards, where the mass of the 
people are saidto be in sympathy with the 
strikers. 

THE WOES OF THE scans. 

Five men stood in Superintendent Wright's 
office this morning; two of them were terribly 
battered up; one had abad cut over his eye, his 
cheek was swollen and he bore bruises all over 
his body. They were demanding their trans- 
portation back home. We were taken 
into a rat hole yesterday, said the 
worst used-up of the men,and left to be killed 
I was taken with five or six others and left in 
the round-house yesterday afternoon. There 
was a fellow left with us who was called a de- 
tective. About twenty of the strikers came in 
and made a rush at us. The detective 
skedaddled the first one. There was no chance 
forus. The mob was armed with monkey 
wrenches, iron bars, coupling- pins 
and with tron ore. They threw 
me down, hammered and nearly killed 
me. Ifinally got away. I met a policeman, 
who stopped me, turned me round and asked 
if my throat was cut. Itold bim that I had 
been mobbed at Forty-third street. He asked 
me if I had taken the place of the strikers. I 
said yes. He kicked me and said: ‘I wish 
they’dad kill you.’ Iam going to my home, 
twenty miles the other side of Toledo.’’ 

STRIKERS CHASE AND CAPTURE A TRAIN. 

1p. m.—Shortily after 12 o’clock the Lake 
Shore officials took an engine out of the round- 
house at Forty-third street and under a strong 
police guard attached it to a caboose and 
started south toward Englewood. There 
was a large and excited crowd 
at Forty-third street, supplemented by a 
large number of icle men and boys. In the 
caboose were a number of town of Lake 
police and §Pinkerton’s police. Im- 
mediately after the engine started the 
strikers made an attack on the round-house 
and drove away the few deputies on guard. 
They then took possession of two 
locomotives which had been fired 
up and proceeded south on the 
railroad to overtake the caboose. This high- 
handed proceeding was witnessed by a large 
crowd, which made wild demonstrations of 
approval as the locomotives pulled out. On 
board the locomotives were forty or fifty 
strikers or adherents. The captured locomo- 
tives were run at a high rate of speed and soon 
overtook the train, the foremost locomotive 
running into the rear of the caboose, but not 
overturning it. The deputies in the caboose, ; 
when the locomotive ran into the car fired 
some shots from their revolvers, but, as near 
as can be learned, injured no one. 
The poliec then deserted from the 
train and fled toward Englewood. 
The strikers at once took possession 
of the train and ditched it. The excite- 
ment over the affairis very great. The police 
appear to have lost complete control, and the 
strikers are in practical possession of the rail- 
way company’s shops and property outside of 
the city.

AN EXCITING CHASE. 

The Lake Shore engine in charge of the regu- 
lar crew left the round-house shortly after 
12 0’clock. Two cabooses were attached to it 
iustead of one as at firstannounced, On each 
caboose were about fifteen town of Lake police 
and twenty Pinkerton men. The train pro- 
ceeded at a rate no faster than a walk 
until it arrived in Englewood, when the 
offieers mounted the cowecatchers of both en- 
engines and the cabooses, and the train startea 
offatthe rate of two miles an hour. A large 
crowd of the strikers had rushed ahead of 
the train while it was proceeding ata slow 
rate and at a dead run set out for Englewoud. 
As the train’s speed was accelerated the crowd 
was soon passed and a storm of stones and 
cinders were thrown at the men on 
the outside of the engines and cabooses. 
A ery of rage went up from the throats of the 
mob as the engines dashed by. Soon a 
Ohicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul engine and 
one belonging to the Nickel Plate 
Road passed the crowd of i§ strikers. 
The engines were on their way to the Engle- 
wood yards to do some switching for the 
roadsto which they belonged, but as they 
passed the crowd they were 


BOARDED BY ONE HUNDRED FURIOUS MEN 
who, without ceremony, took undisputed 
possession. The engines were at first sup- 
posed to have been taken from the Lake Shore 
round-house. Then began one of

Off they jumped 
like sheep with the exception of a 
dozen men, at the first fire. 
Possibly the others gave signals to the en- 
gineer to go ahead, for another shower of 
stones followed, which smashed the windows 
of the caboose, without doing serious damage 
to any one om the platform, and more 
revolver shots, also apparently without et- 
fect, were fired by the officers, and just 
then the pursuing engines caught up 
and coupled on to the Lake Shore train. 
The strikers’ engines were reversed and the 
coupling pins snapped like so many pieces of 
glass. The Lake Shore train was stopped just 
as the engine again approached at a 
full head of steam and struck the rear caboose 
a blow that threw the thoroughly frightened 
policemen to the floor and shivered every 
pane of glass in the cars. 

The police left the dangerous ground and 
held a parley with the strikers,the result of 
which was that the four engines and two 
cabooses were pulled back tothe Root street 
crossing. 

UNCERTAINTY ABOUT THE KILLED. 

On the cabooses, besides the police, were 
General Freight Agent Blodgett, Superinten 
dent Amsden and Yardmaster Jones. It is stated. 
that three strikers were shot, but besides these 
there are probably séveral killed or wounded 
by falling from therapidly moving engines. 
None of the police were injured. 

THE MOB IN FULL POSSERSION. 

The Lake Shore officials this forenoon, antio- 
ipating trouble, served written notice on the 
Sheriff of Cook County ef the condition of 
affairs existing along the line of the road, 
and notifying him that he and his sure- 
ties would be held responsible for 
any damages which might be inflicted 
by the strikers. Up to 2 o’clock this 
afternoon the railroad officials had made no 
demand on the Governor for protection, but 
are expected hourly to doso. The crowd ie still 
in possession of the yards at Forty-third street. 
Returning with the captured caboose and en- 
gine, the crowd overturned several box cars 
on the tracks, blocking the two main tracks. 

TWO STRIKERS SHOT. 

2:33 P. M.—Two strikers were shot who were 
on the captured locomotives, one seriously. 
Their names have not yet been ascertained. 


A Boycotter on Trial. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June %.—The trial of 
Robert Schilling, on acharge of boycotting 
the cigar factory of H. Segnitz & Co., has o- 
cupied the entire day at the Municipal Caurt.

Wholesale Discharge of Condactors. 


OLEVELAND, O., June 2%6.—By special orders

Buffalo and Chic , were dropped. Among 
them are many of the oldest men on the road. 
The cause is still a secret 
at headquarters, but supposed 
to be the result of ‘‘spotting.’’ Division 
Superintendents claim to be wholly ignorant 
of the reason, and the men themselves claim 
innocence of havin olated any rule or regu- 
lation of the road. It is not known fora 
certainty yet whether the depositions of these 
twenty-two men are a permanent discharge or 
simply A temporary suspension.

IRELAND AnD SCOTLAND. 

In meeting the argument that Scotland, 
‘with a smaller representation than Ire- 
land’s in Parliament, is content with her 
share in the Government of the United 
Kingdom and does not ask for local seif- 
government, Mr. GiapsTonz has shown 
that the regulation of Scotland’s loca) 
affairs is habitually left to Scotiand’s rep- 
resentatives in Parliament, practically 
the same as if they were a Scottish Legis- 
lature sitting in Edinburg. A long es- 
tablished courtesy makes their will on 
such subjects the will of Parliament, and 
Mr. GLADSTONE was historically accurate 
in saying the other day at Glasgow that, 
irrespective of votes in Parliament, the 
union of England and Scotland was on a 
footing of equality and mutual consent 
essentially different from the union of 
force and fraud between England and Ire- 
land. 

The Lowlanders, the great majority of 
Sootland's population, were Protestants 
of Saxon descent and speaking 
the same language as the En- 
glish. All efforts to bring them 
under English government by force 
were resisted to the last and utterly 
failed. Not until Scotland’s King be- 
came England’s by inheritance was there 
any union between them. Then, if it was 
nota union on a footing of equality, it 
was because the Soots had a little the 
best ot it in the transfer of the Scottish 
throne to London. Throughout the reign 
of the Stuarts the English were 
jealous of Scottish influence at Court, 
and loudly complained that the King’s 
beloved countrymen from the North were 
always getting more than a fair share of 
the good things going. Scotland retained 
her own Parliament until her statesmen 
and people voluntarily blended it with 
that of England, for the larger share of 
court patronage and fat pickings thus ob- 
tained without any real loss of local self - 
government. True, there was a nominal 
surrender of it. but the canny Scots have 
managed their own strictly local affairs 
all the same, and have, in fact, governed 
themselves better and acquired a broader 
freedom and more political power for the 
common people than they ever had as a 
separate kingdom. 

But Ireland, held for centuries as a con- 
quered province in a state of insurrection, 
has been governed by a policy of subjuga- 
tion and extirpation. The feelings and 
wishes of her people have been consulted 
only to be insulted and thwarted. Their 
religion was proscribed and outlawed. 
Their sufferings were persistently mocked 
and aggravated. It is to relieve them 
from this traditional policy of the Imperial 
Parliament that GLADSTONE proposes to 
trust them experimentally with a local 
parliament of theirown. This will give 
them no more home rule than is already 
Scotiand’s by courtesy, and it will relieve 
the Imperial Parliament of the obstruct- 
ive power with which they must otherwise 
continue to antagonize the traditional 
policy of that body towards their island.

THERE AND HERE. 

Some features of the pending election 
contest in England are fraught with the 
not altogether pleasing suggestion that 
the Government of the Mother Country, 
in spite of “‘trade’s proud empire,“ in spite 
of wealth and luxury, in spite of ancient 
monarchic and aristocratic institu- 
tions, is, after all, becoming in some 
very essential respects more of a 
Democratio republic than ours. The 
freedom with which Liberals array 
themselves against a party measure and 
compel a ministry of their own party to 
submit the question to the people, has no 
savor in it of deference to a spoils machine 
or of eubserviency to mere party author- 
ity. The speeches of all the more promi- 
nent candidates are marked with the high- 
toned courtesy and candor befitting an 
appeal to the good sense of an intel- 
ligent people, and seem to assume 
that the people will decide the 
pending issue as strictly a question of 
which policy is, upon ite merite, better for 
the country. Of course there are symp- 
toms of prejudice and party feeling in the 
popular demonstrations, but the intense 
popular interest attested by the latter 
does not seem to be wanting in a proper 
sense of the gravity of the question. And 
the spontaneous and hearty demon- 
strations of regard for such great 
and pure and patriotic leaders 
as Brigut and GLADSTONE, are among 
the most enviable features ofthe whole 
spectacle. These are not peddlers of 
post-offices and collectorships,and nobody 
can fail to distinguish between the pro- 
longed cheering that greets GLapsTONE 
from multitudes assembled at every way- 
station he passes, and the cooked-up en- 
thusiasm which marks the reception of 
our office-broker candidates by their com- 
missioned and salaried dependents.

dune OUT THE PRINCIPAL. 

The indebtedness of the Pacifico Roads 
to the Government is now computed at 
$109,000,000 on account of United States 
bonds lent them, on which the Govern- 
ment has to pay 6 per cent interest for 
ten years to come. A pending bill pro- 
vides for a settlement of this indebtedness 
by refunding it at 8 per cent, the roads to 
satisfy the whole debt by paying , 757,496 
semi-annually for seventy years. Mr. 
SPRINGER has made a Caloulation show- 
ing that 8 per cent interest on the ex- 
tended portions of the principal would, 
in the presoribed time, amount to 
6228, 900, 000, while the aggregate payments 
in the same time nne mount to ö 
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$263 , 024,720 ; antes, from this aggregate 
the Government would get only $34,000,000 
of tbe principal instead of the whole $109,- 
000,000. Of this showing that the “settle- 
ment’’ would cheat the Government out 
of $75,000,000, the New York Sun says: 

The fallacy of the calculation lies in the im- 
portant circumstance that it omits any ac- 
count whatever of interest upon the semi- 
annual payments. Thus, onthe first year’s 
payment $480,496 goes toward the principal, 
and upon this the Government will have had 
sixty-nine years’ interest at the endof the 
period for which Mr. SPRINGER makes his com- 
putation. On the second year’s payment the 
Government will have had interest for sixty- 
eight years, and so on to the end of the period. 

So it seems that this Pacific Railroad 
Debt Extension bill is a scheme to “settle” 
about $75,000,000 of the debt by charging 
the Government that amount of interest 
on the use of its own money, réceived 
long after the same had been due! 

The bill transposes the creditor and 
debtor, and treats the Government as the 
semi-annual borrower of the money due 
it from the roads, until what it will owe as 
a borrower from the roads shall have 
amounted to enough to pay off nearly all 
of the amount originally borrowed by the 
roads from the Government. And the in- 
terest on the interest which it has already 
paid for the roads for twenty odd years 
past does not enter at all into this de- 
lightfully neat and new way of paying 
old debts. 

Why not carry the principle of this set- 
tlement a little further, and, by a little 
greater extension of the time, charge the 
Government with interest enough to settle 
the whole principal of the debt?

THE mobs engaged in preventing the 
running of the Lake Shore freight trains 
at Chicago cannot be ignorant of the fact 
that they are committing a kind of crime 
which must soon array against them the 
power of the law, backed by the whole 
moral and physical power of society. 
Recen® examples in their own and 
neighboring States must have taught 
them that the public patience will 
not long permit any body of men to 
blockade the highways of commerce 
by violence as a means of coercing em- 
ployers to grant the terms demanded by 
some particular set or organization of 
workingmen. Such methods of enforcing 
even the fairest and most reasonable de- 
mands cannot be tolerated, and it is fatu- 
ous to resort to them after they have 
failed so often and so disastrously that the 
publio’s patience is exhausted. Stern and 
perhaps cruel repression must be the re- 
sult, and the men who bring it on them- 
selves will have to suffer without sympa- 
thy the consequences of their own crim- 
inal folly.

Tun renewal in Chicago of strike 
troubles and disorders, coupled with the 
announcement that the anarchists of 
that turbulent oity are secretly organiz- 
ing, arming themselves and drilling, 
emphasize the painful fact that Chicago 
is to-day the most dangerous menace to 
the general peace and order of the 
country. Its city government is notori- 
ously corrupt, the enforcement of local 
justice is subjeot to the orders of a band

FOREIGN ¢ ECHOES. 


THE Daily Telegraph takes the following 
hopeful view of the Irish crisis: ‘‘Out of the 
turmoil and distraction due to the introduc- 
tien of Mr. Gladstone’s Irish bills there will 
come hereafter, as there always comes in En- 
glich history, quietness and new ideas. It is 
our {sland custom to arrive at important re- 
sults by unexpected pathways. A. score of 
standes might be cited from the annals of 
the Empire, in which, aiming at one thing, 
statesmen have found themselves advaacing 
toward something entirely different, and 
perhaps no longer leading the pepular feeling 
but led and controlled by it. This is what will 
happen after the present crisis. 


Pror. GOLpwin SMITH, in a long letter 
addressed to the Liberal Unionist Committee 
of Bradford, says: ‘‘Mr. Gladstone's idea that 
he can pat Ireland on the same footing as Can- 
ada, and that Ireland, like Canada, would in 
consequence be contented, is quite erroneous. 
If Canada were called upon to pay tribute into 
the hands of an Imperial Receiver General for 
objects in regard to which she had ao voice, 
and was bound down by legislative fetters and 
by an alien army, she would soon show that 
she was far from being conteated. It would 
be far better to grant Ireland complete inde- 
pendence at once, and set England free to 
deal with her as @ foreign nation rather than 
engage in the bitter struggle for independence 
which would ensue as soon as the Home-Rule 
bill had become law.’’ 


Count HERBERT VON BISMARCK’S appoint- 
ment as Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
in Germany has given unqualified satisfaction 
in official and diplomatic circles. During the 
period throughout which he has been acting 
as Under Secretary of State he has displayed 
untiring energy and devotion, and in his 
mastery of the details of subjects requiring his 
attention heis said to be only second to the 
Chancellor. Ina all important questions which 
have cropped up for diplomatic settlement 
since last summer his management has been 
applauded on both Ades. His career has been 
arapid one,for he is now only 36 years of 
age. That he should bea Minister of State in 
Prussia at this age no doubt causes surprise in 
certain quarters, but the opinion of able 
diplomats is that he is fully qualified for the 


post. 


Tun infant King of Spain, lately baptized as 
Alphonso Leon, and feigning as Alphonso 
XIII., was not eventually "baptized without a 
good deal of discussion.

good or wise. Leon was selected out of grati- 
tude to Pope Leo, who has showa that the 
number thirteen does not prevent his being 
the wisest and most liberal of Pepes.

Bomm much toe ingenious and painfully pro- 
found German professor has discovered that 
all the woodwork about our houses has power 
to absorb ‘‘noxious juices’’ while still growing 
in ite native forest, and that whena tree be- 
comes 4 part of the domestic furniture, and is 
cut up into chairs and tables and bookshelves, 
it immediately begins to pour its ‘‘noxious 
juices,’’ out into the air of the room. There is 
something horribly grim about this idea of 
peril lurking if such apparently dead and in- 
sensate creations of the carpenter's skill. 
Edgar Poe’s poisonous candies are nothing to 
a venomous bookcasé, arsenic in wail papers, 
poisonous coloring matter in our tea, and an 
unknown quantity of alcohol in temperance 
drinks, and how slow and deadly poison from 
our wainscotings aad door threatea our lives. 
The only comfort we can take isin the hope 
that possibly after all Mr. German Sage may be 
mistaken, or if he is not, that we may by the 
aid of good luck survive this sanitary peril, as 
we have survived se many others of a far 
worse kind. 


A Mon serious discovery in sanitary science 
ia the discovery by British sanitarians that 
milk of defective quality can and does éngen- 
der scariet fever in the human subject. The 
connection between impure milk and various 
low fevers of the typhoid species has long been 
known and éxperimented upon, but in a ro- 
cent instance milk was clearly associated with 
an out-break of scarietina, and was traced to 
the fluid supplied by a particular milk dealer. 
The unfortunate feature in the transaction 
Was that the farm was sanifarily perfect. 
Separate sheds were provided for sick ani- 
mais and for the prelimimary observation of 
those newly bought. The premises were 
supervised by a noted sanitariana. Every 
modern improvement in respect of cleanli- 
ness, washing of milk vessels and examination 
of the persons employed on the farm, was 
duly in force. The farmer's incredulity, 
therefore, when informed of the state of his 
cows was justifiable, the more so that the 
general health of the cows did not seem to be 
affected They eat well and gave a full yield 
of milk, and yet upon examination were 
found to be suffering from a disease which was 
sufficiently virulent to be capable of inducing 
scariet fever in the human subject through 
their lacteal fluid. 


A Farvon journal publishes an interesting 
conversation with Marshal Bazaine, at present 
living in exile at Madrid. The Marshal is now 
75 years old, bloated, white bearded, and de- 
crepit; and, according to his interlocutor, he 
bears his dishonorand his exile with the ut- 
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to Mexico to see after some house 
given to him by the Emperor Maximilian in 
halcyon days, and his rights to which were 
contested.

She smiled upon nearly every man that shook 
hands with her last night, and the smile 
seemed each time as though it was intended 
for the man to whom it was addressed. It was 
not stereotyped, icy, or effusive, but it was 
full of friendly feeling and personal magnet- 
ism. She made a splendid impression.

SOME INTERESTING POINTS ON THE COTTON 
BUSINESS OF ST. LOUIS. 


The System ef Advancing Money “nd Sup- 
plies on the Growiag Crop—Ameunt I. 
vested Yearly by the Factors—Advant 
to General Trade—Prospects of the Com- 
ing Year. 


The South started in after the war a year 
behind time and has never caught up with the 
old hustier. It received a year’s credit 
on the first crop and is still 
twelve moaths in arrears. That 
la, a large part of it is, and one of the essential 
elements in the business of the cotton factor is 
the ability to advance money or supplies on 
the growing crop. 

A prominent banker remarked the other day 
that the banks looked to the cotton factors 
now to use the money in advances on the crop 
which was formerly used by the pork packers

trade St. Louis is forging 
ahead and has become known through the 
cotton districts as one of the best markets in 
the country. The handling of the cotton 
ge J cleanly and nicely done.

The planter 
h to have a mule and food and 
clothing enough to keep bim and 
his family until the crop was taken to 
market, so he established relations with the 
country merchant. He gave a mortgage 
on his mule and the. growing crop 
and received money or supplies 
as he needed them. At the 
end of the year the chances are, with the 
usual improvidence of men of his class- that 
he is in the same condition he wasatthe be- 
ginning of the year and has to 
egin oo again. 80 the — of 
mortg the growin crop from year 
to year — Podest established and the mer- 
chant practically owns the crop before it is 
harvested, Instead of with 
the lanters directly the factor deals 
with the merchant. The merchant gets his 
money or supplies from the factor and in turn 
furnishes them to the planter. In this way 
the crop is twice secured, first to the country 

merchant and through him to the factor. 

One of the chief advantages of the mortgage 
system to the factor is the opportunity it gives 
him of securing the cotton for the succeeding 
year. Having money advanced on it he is sure 
ofit. He receives interest on his money 
and commissions on the cotton he handles, 
while the banks also make their interest for 
the advances and the merchant gets his profit 
on the supplies and his commission 
on the cotton. the system of 
furnishing . supplies the wholesale 
merchants of the city are secured a certain 
amount of trade every year. Frequently the 
factor, insteady of advancing the money, sim- 
ply buys the supplies and sends them to the 
merchant wee. ye them to the planter. 

E OOTTON TRADDE 

of st. Louis ts estimated to amount to at least 
$15,000,000 a year. This does not représent 

money which it puts in cir- 
culation, bocause where the produce goes the 
dealer goes, and the merchante and planters 
who send their cotton to the city generally buy 
their supplies from the city and do their busi- 
ness through the banks. 

The advances on the present crop com- 
menced three or four months ago and will 
continue until the middie of next fall, when 
the crop is nearly into market. 
The demand for money that it cre- 
ates is felt favorably in the money 
market and the banks are nsing large amounts 
of their 4 money in this way.

000 and $3,000,000 every year. A large part ot 
a 2 has been put out this year. 

M. A. Senter of Senter & Co,, who has 

inst returned from a rig through southern 
issouri, Arkansas and Texas, says that the 
crop is in splendid condition and never looked 
finer. The prospects for a good 
cro in these sections were never 
better, and Mr. Senter says the merchants and 
planters are much encouraged. Thestock of

hand at this time of the year, but prices are 
firm and the owners are holding the cotton for 
better prices. Mr. Senter 1 he thinks at 
the end ot the year there will be less old stock 
on band than ever before, as the demand for 
cotton is strong for manufacturing purposes.

nturning over leaves of the history of the 
life of Edmund Kean, I came across 
a sentence 3 in of Kean as 
having restore nature to the stage. 
There seems always to have been this differ- 
ence between the schools of nature and art, if 
we may so term it, in the annals of English 
theater. Now, 4f for ‘art’ I may be allowed to 
substitute ‘artificiality,’ which is what the 
author really meant, his sentence is an 
epitome of history of our stage, and it struck 
mel couldn't select anything more appro- 
Ar Iwill not say as a text, for that sounds 
ike a sermon, but as a motif or theme of the 
remarks I am about to address to you. The 
four actors of whom I shall attempt to tell you 
something—Burbage, Betterton, Garrick and 
Kean—were the four greatest champions, in 
their respective times, ofnature in contra- 
distinction to artificiality. ’’ 

Mr. ve then enters upon an account of 
the stage life of each of these actors, an- 
alyzing their acting methods and attempting 
to discover the effect their acting had upon 
their audiences, the whole forming a dramatic 
study of great interest for its insight and sym- 
pathy. Of the four the study of Kean is much 
the most interesting, partiy, no doubt, be- 
cause Mr. Irving is possessed of information 
about his life, both = and private, which 
has never been published. 

FOLLOWING IS THE LATTER PART 

of Irving’s study of Kean, and it is typical of 
the style and scope of the lecture: ‘‘Kean ex- 
ercised over his audiences a fascination 
which has probably never been ex- 
ercised by any other actor. Garrick 
was no doubt his superior in parts of 
high comedy. He was more polished, 
more vivacious, his manner more distin- 
guished, his versatility more strikmg. In 
such — as Coriolanus or Rolla John Kemble 
excelied him, butin Shylock, in Richard, in 
Iago, above all in Othello, it may be doubted 
whether Keanever had an equal. Asfar as 
one can judge not having seen Kean, from the 
many criticisms extant, written by the most 
intellectual men, and from accounts of those 
who saw him in his prime, he was, to my mind 
be it said without ent to oth- 
ers, — — genius our stage has ever 
seen, Unequal he may have been, perhaps 
often so, but there were moments in bis actin 
which were, without exaggeration ,moments o 
inspiration. Coleridge is reported to have said 
that to see Kean act was like reading Shakes- 
peare by flashes of lightening, is often 
uoted sentence em es, perhaps, the main 
eatures of Kean’s greatness as an actor; for 
when he was impersonating the heroes of our 
— he revealed their nature by instant 
ashes of light so searching that every minute 
feature which by the ordinary light of day was 
hardly visible, stood bright and clear before 


you, 
THE EFFECT OF SUCH ACTING 
was indeed that of lightning. It appalled. 
The timid hid their eyes; fashion shrank from 
such heart piercing revelations of human 
passions; persons who had schooled them- 
selves to control their emotion till they had 
scarcely any emotion left to control were re- 
lled rather than attracted by Kean’s relent- 
ess anatomy of all the strongest 
feelings of our nature. n Sir 
Giles Overreach, a character almost devoid of 
poetry, Kean’s acting displayed with such 
powerful relentless truth the depths of acruel, 
avaricious man, baff in all his vilest 
schemes, that the effect he produced was 
something awful. As no bird but the eagle can 
look without blinking on the sun so none but 
those who, in the sacred privacy of their im- 
aginations, had stood face to face with the 
mightiest storms of human passion could un- 
derstand such a performance. Byron, who 
had been almost forced into a quarrel with 
Kean by the actor’s disregard of the ordinary 
courtesies of society, could not restrain him- 
self, but rushed behind the scenes and grasped 
the hand of the man to whom he felt he owed 
such a wonderful revelation.’’

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THE FIGHT ON THE FIFTH! 


IF SULLIVAN IS NOT IN TRIM IT WILL BE 
“GOOD-BY, JOHN.” 


Mitchell’s Chances of Winning—The Cham- 
pien’s Recollections of Some Former En- 
counters — Frank Hearld the Coming 
Fighter—Death of Harry Brunton—Gossip 
About Beauties of the Prize Ring. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disraron. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 2%4.—As the day for the 
fight between Sullivan and Mitchell approaches 
interest in the affair increases. The decision 
ofthe event barring an accident, rests wholly 
on Sullivan’s condition. If he comes to the 
scratch with his stomach right and in fair trim 
otherwise, he will win in a canter, that is, 
unless he determines to spar the full eight 
rounds merely to show that he can fight that 
many. Ifhedoes not show up well and fit 
he has two alternatives, either to force 
the pace from the call of time 
and settle his man before he 
tires, or to fight wholly on the defensive, I 
cannot conceive his doing the latter,especially 
withaman smaller than himself, for even 
should he knock him out, his tactics would be 
a-confession of waned powers. On the other 
horn of the dilemma lies his danger. In bust- 
ling his man there might be such a thing as 
Mitchell accidentally getting in a stomach 
blow that would wind him, and should he ever 
be so fortunate it will be ‘‘good-by John’’ 
with a vengeance. The knock-down blow 
which Mitchell gave him in their previous con- 
test was an accident which Sullivan thus de- 
scribed to me: 

THAT KNOCK DOWN. 

J had been drinking a little during the day 
and I thought I would lick him with only one 
hand, that I would not use my right on him at 
all. In working around I became careless 
and had both my heels so close together that 


they almost touched. I made a feint with my 
left and as I drew my arm back he let go and 
caught me on the chin. I had no brace with 
my feet and over I went. It was a square 
knock down. I jumped up and Ibid adieu to 
the one hand nonsense. I went at him with 
both hands and—well you know rest.’’ 

Accidents happen in the best regulated fami- 
lies, and Sullivan has come tothat period of 
his careerfwhere he needs to insure heavily 
against them. It will not do for him to drink. 

‘*l was lat, gross and half drunk when I licked 
Burke. He hadn’tthe ghost of a chance with 
ine. Mitchell has fought him half a dozen 
times, and the best he was ever able to do was 
to make a stand-off of it or havea little in 
hand at the finish.’’ 

This kind of reasoningis dangerous in the 
extreme. Sullivanis not as quick on his feet 
as Burke, and he can’t get * as rapidly. 
He can hit ten times as hard, but he has a 
paunch that will not bear rough usage, and, as 
remarked before, an accidental blow on it 
might be disastrous. However, John has a 
pretty good head on his shoulders, and it he 
keeps his brain unclouded with liquor I think 
Mitcnell will find that he has, as they say out 
West, ‘‘barked up the wrong tree. 

A NEW FIGHTER NEEDED. 

It is pretty near time that a new first-class 
fighter was coming on, and there are indi- 
cations that Frank Hearld isthe man. He is 
young, strong, cool and courageous, but he 
needs experience. His present danger is that 
he may be rushed to the front too fast. Some 
of the New York papers in their eulogies of 
him go too far. He made a chopping-biock of 
Oonley, the Ithaca giant, but he did not whip 
Jack Burke, as has been asserted. Burke had 
avery sore right arm, and they sparred four 
rounds in which neither was hurt. Hearid 
gained considerable praise by going 
right after Burke, instead of try- 
ing to evade him, but Burke planted two blows 
to his one. Mind, I didn’t say that Hearid 
can’t whip the Irish lad. I only say he didn’t 
when they met. Billy McLean thinks very 
highly of him and he had him for a pupil, he 
tells me, a good while ago. Hesays he is a 
quite woll- Pehaved young fellow who has 
very little to say, He laugns all the time he is 
fighting, and that kind are dangerous. What 
he needs isa little more experience—a good 
deal of it before he goes ainst Sullivan, if 
John is anything like himself.

It is rathcr puzzling 
to the uninitiated to see by just what process 
aman contrives to evoke such curious, weird 
fancies out of bis share of that mysterious, 
measureless quantity we call the mind. 
educate hie imagination as 
a schoolgir! educates her memory 
n it is capable of abnormal flights? Is it 
through long hours of patient, steady thought 
that the idea at length slowly takes shape and 
by slow degrees forms itself into a connected 
story, or is it through long experience and 
careful watching of his fellows that the idea is 
slowly and half unconsciously evolved until it 
at length assumes definite form and purpose? 
Ali these are questions that do not immedi. 
ately concern the reader of Dr. Jekyll,’’ 
though it may safely be assumed that few will 
lay down the book without one form or an- 
other of the question filtting through his brain. 


‘How on earth did he think of such a thing? 


At first sight we must own the idea will oc- 
eur: What good end does such a book serve? 
But a more thoughtful perusal will soon show 
that strange, weird and fanciful as is the 
story, it is not without its moral, and that a 
very excellent one. The best criticism we 
have heard upon it came from one of those 

igh-minged women whose highest object in 

18 to frain her sons to be an honor to their 
dtheir family; who endeavors to 
m that to be noble and high-minded 
honorable men is a better thing to live for 
ntogain all the wealth that falls to the 
ot the wealthiest. And who shall say 
that if America had more such mothers our 
country would not stand higher in the rank of 
nations than it does now? 

**] like that story of ‘Dr. Jekyll, was her 
remark on closing the volume, ‘‘I think it 
teaches a good lesson to young men; viz.: 
that if they will give rein to their evil impulses 
they can and must live a double life, without 
the aid of any chemistry if they wish 
to retain the world’s respect at all. And the 
book brings out well all the misery and shame 
that inevitably attend this double life. I 
should like my son to read that book.’’ 

The probabilities are that the author had no 
such grand intention in conceiving and writ- 
ing his wonderful story, but regarding his 
tale as an allegory, which, perhaps is the best 
way to look at it, the above is the truth that it 
undoubtedly teaches. In addition to this it is 
written in the terse, strong, vigorous style 
peculiar to this author; and, moral apart,con- 
tains a thrilling tale for the benefit of that 
class of persons who simply wish to be inter- 
imterested and care littie or nothing forthe 
moral. However, here is the story briefly re- 
viewed, and our readers can thereby judge for 
themselves. 

The book contains just three main charac- 
ters, or two, if you regard Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde as one. Mr. Utterson is a lawyer; the 
usual cut-and-dried gentieman of the average 
three-volume novel, with nothing particularly 
original about him. In taking a Sunday 
stroll with a friend (the scene is laid in Lon- 
don, England), the latter points out to him 
acurious corner house which stands a little 
back from the street with nothing but a door 
in the expanse of stone front facing the street. 
The friend, a Mr. Enfield, relates an experi- 
ence he had met with in connection with that 
door. Walking home late at night when the 
streets were silent and deserted, he became 
aware of two figures hurrying to- 
gether from opposite directions. The 
one was a little girl, the other a 
man, or a being in the shape of aman. Com- 
ing sharply together atthe corner they col- 
lided, but the man trampled calmly over the 
echila’s body and left it screaming on the 
ground. The narrator, naturally indignant, 
took to his heels, collared the brute and 
brought him back to the scene of the tragedy, 
where quite a group had gathered around the 
screaming child. Among them were the 
girl’s own family, who were naturally furious 
with indignation, although the doctor, after a 
brief examination, assured them that the child 
was more frightened than hurt. The most eu- 
rious partof the tragedy, however, was the 
utter loathing inspired bythe appearance of 
the chief actor. Not only was this shrinking 
disgust felt by the narrator and the child’s 
family, which was only natural, but by others 
who had not witnessed the outrage.

The 
doctor, however, was impenetrabie, and would 
only state that Hyde was his protege; that he 
took a great, a very great, interest in him, and 
begged his friend never to mention the mat- 
ter again. 

The next move in the story is a horrible 
murder. A prominent M. P. was murdered in 
alane, without any apparent cause, and the 
murderer was proved to be Mr. Hyde bya 
maidservant who knew him as a visitor to the 
house and who had overlooked the whole 
scene from her attic window. The murder 
appeared to have been quite purposeless, 
perpetrated out of sheer, innate depravity, 
for the men were strangers, had met acci- 
dentally and Mr. Hyde had merely stopped to 
inquire his way. 


All ot a sudden, while the gentleman was 
pointing the direction, his companion broke 
out in a great flame of anger, stamping with 
his foot, brandishing the cane and earrying 
on (as the maid described it) likea madman. 
The old gentleman took a step back, with the 
airofone very much surprised and a trifie 
hurt, and at that Mr. Hyde broke out ofall 
bounds and clubbed him to the earth. The 
next moment, with ape-like fury, he was 
trampling his victim under foot and hailing 
down a storm of blows under which the bones 
were audibly shattered, and the body jumped 
upon in the roadway. 


The maid fainted, but when she came to her- 
self she called for the police and told her 
story. Mr. Hyde’s rooms were searched, but 
he had vanished. He seemed toe disappear as 
completely as a disembodied spirit and was 
never found. After his disappearance Dr. 
Jekyll completely changed. From the gloomy 
and morose man he had been of late, he re- 
turned to his old habits; gave dinner parties, 
met his friends, went out, resumed his char- 
ities, and in every way became his former 
self. As he was a man that had always been 
deeply liked and respected, as well for his 
joviality and cheerfulness, as for the high 
rectitude and noble generosity for which he 
was famed, this improvement was greatly 
welcomed by all who knew him and fora 
period of two months all went well. 

At the end of that time, however, he re- 
lapsed, shut himself up, refused admittance 
to his friends and on the rare occasions when 
he was seen abroad was observed to have 
failed visibly in health and spirits, in fact to 
be on the brink of the grave. Some time passed 
until one day Dr. Jekyll's tjan-servant pre- 
sented himselt in deadly terror at Mr. Utter- 
son’s office and begged that gentleman tocome 
Over and help the frightened servants, who 
suspected foul play. It appeared that for 
some days past, the doctor had shut himself 
resolutely into his study and refused admit- 
tance to every one, his household included. 
From time to time he had communications 
with his servants by means of written orders 
thrown upon the stairs, but they could hear 
his voice bewailing his fate and crying out to 
God, and he would constantly send to one 
wholesale druggist after another for a certain 
drug, which, when received, was always de- 
clared impure and returned. The trouble was 
that the voice that the old servants heard in- 
side the door was not the voice of their master, 
and the servants suspected foul play on the 
part of the vanished Hyde, whose voice it was 
they declared they heard. 

The end was that after due warning to the 
inmate, who only returned an awful cry for 
mercy, in tones which Mr. Utterson plainly re- 
cognized asthe voiceof Hyde, the door was 
broken open, and there, struggling on the 
floorin the last agonies of death, with an 
empty vial of prussic acid in his hand, lay the 
well-known form of Hyde. 

No trace, however, could be found of Dr. 
Jekyll, dead oralive. A letter on the table 
bore in the doctor’s hand the name of Dr. Ut- 
terson. Thelawyer decided to return home 
and open the packet, which evidently con- 
tained a large amount of written matter, in 
solitude. The contents were appalling enough. 
They proved Mr. Hyde and Dr. Jekyli 
to be nothing more nor less than 
one and the same person under 
different individualities. The doctor had a 
theory that the powerand desire of evilina 
man could be embodied by the use of certain 
chemical properties. So by swallowing a cer- 
tain mixture aman could so transform him- 
self that he might encourage all the evil de. 
sires of his nature in such shape as to be 
wholly unrecognizable to his acquaintances. 
In a word, he had compounded a drug by 
which, at will, he could change from 
his own form and person into a second 
form and countenance, which should bethe 
impression and bear the stamp of all the evil 
elements in his soul. A second dose would 
retransform the experimenter to his natural 
shape. 

The result of his experiments was the trans- 
formation of himself, at will, into the creature 
known as Mr. Hyde, a being from which all 
men shrank, because 


All human beings are commingied ont of 
good and evil, and Edward Hyde alone in the 
ranks of mankind was pure evil. 


At first, by the Doctor's account, all went 
well. As Dr. Jekyll he was the soul of 
probity, honor and charity, and at will he 


could transform himself into Mr. Hyde, under 


whose guise he could give free vent to the 
desires of evil which raged within him. After 
awhile, however, the remedies began to fail, 
inasmuch as though he could assume the de- 
sired disguise at will, it sometimes happened 
that when he least expected it and without 
taking any steps to that end he would find 
himself transformed into Mr. Hyde. This 
would happen most frequently after he had 
fallen asleep in his chair for a moment; or he 
would go to bed at night Dr. Jekyll and awake 
in the morning Mr. Hyde. It will readily be 
seen that after the murder, when Hyde was 
supposed to have fied from justice, this was 
undesirable, but could be remedied as long 
as the proper drugs were at his command, At 
length, however, the doctor ran short of the 
principal salt needed, and while trying to pro- 
cure a fresh supply found himself transformed 
without the means of resuming his natural 
form. In vain he dispatched his servants to 
every wholesale druggist in town. The salt 
was easily procured, but none had the mys- 
terious quality (probably some impurity) 
which had given the first he had obtained (of 
which he had bought up the entire amount) its 
awful power. Hence the result.

Two detectives, male and female, both 
take up a wrong clew and work it 
energetically, to the complete mystification of 
the reader until the finale; when a girl, who 
has been kept under the influence of mor- 
Phine and a host of horrible suspicions all 
through the book, comes to her senses and 
clears herself and the story and the reader’s 
brain all at one and the same time. The mys- 
tery is well preserved throughout and the 
termination is a real enlightenment to the 
reader. b

Suppressed in Russia, it 
would be wellfor the country if it were also 
suppressed here, for the entire work is a nau- 
seous compound of anarchism and the vilest 
immorality, There is one benefit that may be 
secured by the work, and that is to eliminate 
the last faint trace of sympathy in the minds 
of all decent readers for every form of social- 
ism, 

But, from a literary point of view, it has 
even worse faults. It is long-winded, treats 
its subject in an uninteresting style, and is 
horribly dry reading through all its 320 pages. 
A Nihilist is probably about the only person 
who could wade through it, and to this clags 
of the community we cheerfully yield it, with 
the motto: When read make a bonfire.

Then the 
sundry civil bill came up, and after consider- 
able debate Mr. Bland of Missouri had favor- 
ably received an amendment making the small 
silver certificates as easily redeemed 
and reissued as the larger ones. At the 
evening session, while discussing 
pension bill vetoes, Mr. Bayne of Pennsyl- 
vania attacked the President, and said, witha 
terrific oath, that the President was not the 
equal of any man who perilled his life for the 
Union. The President did not want for de- 
fenders, and a rancorous debate continued till 
adjournment.

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THE DEAD JOOKEY,. 


Herbert Meaton Buried with Fitting Cere- 
monies from Sheepshead Bay. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NEw YorK, June 26.—Herbert Meaton, the 
English jockey who arrived in this country 
from England three years ago, and who died 
from injuries received on the race course at 
Sheepshead Bay, was buried yesterday morn- 
ing from the littie Methodist Church at Sheeps- 
head Bay, within a stone’s throw of the spot 
where the accident had occurred which cost 


him his life. 

‘*Meaton was in a 4 gous humor last 
Tuesday morning,’ sai m. Donohue. 
Young Palmer, who rides for W. C. Daly, 
made some joking remark which struck 
Meaton as being specially funny, and he went 
out death with a pleasant 

face which was caused 
witty remark. Short! after 
10 o’clock yesterday morning undertaker Still- 
well’s assistants moved the handsome rose- 
wood casket containing tue remains from the 
undertaker’s cottage at Gravesend, and placing 
the casket into the hearse the funeral proces- 
sion began the first stage of its journey. 
2 the country lanes, across the rail- 
roads to the Sheepshead Bay race-course was 
the route taken. Passing the deserted Fairfax 
stables a halt was made in front of Byron 
McClellan’s quarters, where Congressman W. 
L. Scott’s representative, C. W. Schaffer, his 
trainer, McOlellan, the six jockeys who were 
to act as pali- bearers aud a host of racing men, 
trainers and stable help were waiting. The 
funeral procession then passed out and along 
ean avenue, Aa picturesque group 
of colored trainers stahding uncovered 
at the far end of the race track fence which 
was backed up by Griffith and a stable iad, 
both mounted on thoroughbreds. A few hun- 
dred yards further the church stood and the 
tones of the cracked bell grated mournfully on 
the ears of those assembled. Samuel L. Fish- 
er, Wm. and M. Donohue on one side of the 
casket, and Johnny Caldwell, Wm. Higgs and 
Edward Feakes on the other side, acted as 
pall-bearers. Each one had many times 
ridden in the same races with their dead com- 
anion, and two of them were mounted, the 
oriner on Jennie June, and the latter on 
Bracken on last Tuesday, on which day 
Meaton received his death blow. The simple 
services, the mystic character of the attend- 
auts in the church, the race course near, all 
inade a picture so near like the representative 
little racing hamiets of old England that 
more than one remarked that Meaton could 
not have been buried under more natural cir- 
cuinstances in his native village; while the 
sorrow of his trainer, the tearful faces of sev- 
eral ladies—Mrs. Feakes, Mrs. Fitz Patrick, 
Mrs. McCormick, and a sister of the first-men- 
tioned lady, whose companionship young 
Meaton had sought—gave evidence of domes- 
tic circles where he would be missed. Facing 
and on each side of the coffin were many beau- 
tiful floral offerings. A handsome pillow bear- 
ing the words, ‘‘Rest in peace,’’ and sur- 
mounted by a white dove, the offering of J. 
Caldwell, was the largest floral piece and occu- 
piedthe most conspicuous place. Tothe right 
and to the left were pillows with various 
mottoes and monograms from James 
McLaughlin, Mr. an Mrs. McCormick, 
Lena and Emma, and ‘‘the attendants of 
Scott's stable. The Coney Island Jockey 
Club senta wreath of roses which had been 
personally selected by A. W. Sanford. The 
dead boy’s valet, an intelligent-looking young 
colored man, offered a horseshoe entwined 
with Meaton’s whip. which was bound and 
decorated with crape and white roses. When 
allwere seated in the church, which was 
crowded, Rev. O. C. Barnhart exhorted them 
to prepare for the uncertainties of life and the 
certainty of death. Those present then 
viewed the remains, taking a last look at the 
pale but peaceful face with its horrid scar on 
the left temple, where the concussion 
had been received. The body was 
then taken to Greenwood, where 
the services were held. Oongressman 
Scott, by whom the lad was employed this sea- 
son, defrayed all expenses, his money and 
Undertaker Stillwell’s taste furnishing a 
plainly elegant funeral. Unless the body is 
taken to England, at the request of the boy’s 
father, a suitable headstone will hereafter be 
erected. Among the most prominent 8 
resent, besides those who acted as pall- 
earers, were George Barbee, George Evans, 
OC. Shauer, H. Blaylock, W. J. Fitzpatrick, O. 
Meehan, and H. cm Tom Costello, W. R. 
Babcock, Wyndham Walden, W. OC. Daly, and 
many otbers, trainera and stable boys, also 
paid their last respects to the dead jockey. 

Herbert Meaton was born in 1 at East 
Cettenham, Hampshire, Eng., where he has a 
father now living. Meaton was first empioyed 
by wm. my & when that gentieman had charge 
of Foxhall in England. After eighteen months’ 
service Meaton was engaged by A. J. Cassatt, 
under the name of ‘‘Mr. Kelso,’’ to come to 
America. His first mount in America was on 
Fair Barbarian, at Sheepshead Bay June 21 
1883, and at the same place © years and 
one day later he met his death. le was a 
universal favorite, but unfortunate, said 
all of his companions, ‘‘We all liked 
him; he never got mad, and it would be 
hard to find one to say he ever got out of 
temper. He wasn’t much ofa favorite, how- 
ever, with starters, as he caused much trouble 
atthe post. But Meaton always followed in- 
structions to the letter and when ordered to 
get away well would endeavor todoso no 
matter how many starts he spoiled. He had 
no intention, however, of disobeying the 
starter’s orders. 

1 donot believe,’’ said Wm. Donohue, 
‘‘that the mare Asteria collided with the colt 
McLaughlin as was reported. Neither do 1 
believe Meaton, who rode the former, was at 
— gry to crowd her way through too 
small a space between the fence and 
McLaughlin. Iwas behind on Jennie June 
and as near as I could see there were several 
feet between the rail and McLaughlin. Astoria 
had hugged the fence all way and had plenty 
of room to pass. The fact is that Meaton was 
riding her with spurs for the first time at his 
own request, andshe was not used to them. 
He had ridden her before without spurs, and 
she acted sluggish. He had been unfortunate 
ot late. He had fallen twice before, one, 
when young Potter was killed with Brook- 
wood, the horse Herbert rode was killed. So 
you see what a narrow escape Herbert had.’’
